REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

There was no prior art found by the examiner that suggested modification or 
combination with the cited art so as to satisfy the combination of all the limitations in 
claims 1, 5, 8, 10 and 12. 

As to claims 1 and 8, the prior art of record, especially the Onoda et al (DE- 
4317757A1 (see attached translation), taken alone or in combination, fails to disclose or 
render limitations "wherein said first temperature in said measuring unit is related 
to an ambient temperature, and wherein said first temperature is controlled within 
a range of the order of the expected variation of the ambient temperature", in 
combination with the rest of the limitations of claims 1 and 8. 

As to claims 5, 10 and 12, the prior art of record, especially the Onoda et al (DE- 
4317757A1 (see attached translation), taken alone or in combination, fails to disclose or 
render limitations "wherein said steps of controlling the first temperature includes: 
directing air to said measuring unit utilizing a fan; heating said air directed to said 
measuring unit; and measuring temperature of said heated air and using said 
measured temperature as an input signal to said control loop", in combination with 
the rest of the limitations of claims 5, 10 and 12.
